THERE  is  a Steady  and  unmistakable  tendency  to- 
ward the  old-fashioned  flowers,  and  the  Dahlia 
is  coming  back  to  its  own  among  the  lovers  of 
the  beautiful. 

Appreciation  of  the  many  splendid  qualities  of  the 
plant  of  our  grandmothers  has  been  encouraged  by  lead- 
ing floriculturists,  who  have  added  unsurpassed  beauty 
and  color  to  the  hardiness  of  the  Dahlia. 

The  Dahlias  that  grew  in  spite  of  care — rathe-*  than 
Decause  of  it — in  the  farmers’  yards  in  years  of  old,  were 
as  round,  hard,  stiff,  and  ungraceful  as  a green  apple, 
their  sole  virtues  being  a touch  of  color  and  unequaled 
sturdiness.  Modern  science  has  stepped  in,  and  the 
Dahlia  has  been  developed  to  where  no  cultivated  plant 
rivals  its  range  of  brilliant  shadings. 

One  can  hardly  guess  at  the  thousands  of  varieties  of 
this  wonderful  flower  developed  since  the  crude  parent 
doubled  in  1814,  but  by  1840  the  English  had  listed  1200 
varieties,  and  now  its  name  and  color  is  legion,  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  varieties  having  lived,  bloomed  and 
passed  forgotten.  Today  only  exceptional  merit  guar- 
antees survival  and  my  entire  list  has  watched  many  a 
star  grab  the  firmament  for  one  brief  hour — j Mais  oil 
sont  les  neiges  d’  ant  an?’ 

I raise  many  seedlings  each  year,  but  avoid  putting  on 
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the  market  any  flower  that  practically  duplicates  its 
parent,  or  too  closely  resembles  any  existing  variety. 

All  my  plants  have  field-grown  roots,  as  I do  not 
propogate  from  cuttings,  usually  resulting  in  weakened 
and— in  following  seasons — degenerate  plants,  cause  for 
much  dissatisfaction;  neither  do  I hustle  a novelty  on  to 
the  market  until  it  has  been  proved  by  years  of  growth, 
and  enough  stock  has  accumulated  by  the  natural  increase. 

Each  year  I also  try  out  the  cream  of  American  and 
European  novelties  and  I discard  any  that  fail  to  make 
good  with  me. 

Although  the  Dahlia  is  a fall  flower,  some  of  the  new 
types  blossom  six  weeks  after  planting,  and  for  the 
amateur  no  plant  affords  more  generous  returns  for  what 
is  spent  in  attention  and  cultivation. 

During  September  and  October  our  gardens  are  a 
revelation,  and  it  has  been  often  remarked — “it  is  doubt- 
la  1 if  any  other  grower  has  so  many  varieties  and  such 
wonderful  blooms.” 

Visitors  are  always  welcome  and  it  will  afford  me 
pleasure  to  show  and  give  any  information  within  my 
power. 

I am  asked,  and  quite  often,  why  it  is  that  my  flowers 
ate  so  large  and  so  many  on  the  bushes,  and  why  it  is 
that  I do  not  tie  to  stakes?  So  here  in  reply  would  state 
that  the  late  Mr.  James  Withers,  of  the  American  Gar- 
dening Magazine,  was  an  ardent  student  of  the  Dahlia, 
and  for  years  we  worked  together,  and  found  by  repeated 
iiials  that  the  Dahlia  loved  a cool  soil,  but  plenty  of  sun- 
shine; therefore  we  made  furrows  running  north  and 
south  and  laid  the  tuber  in  flat  and  only  slightly  covered 
the  same,  leaving  the  eye  exposed,  and  as  the  shoot  or 
bud  developed,  and  hardened,  the  soil  was  gradually 
brought  up  to  it,  and  then  we  pinched  out  the  top,  which 
caused  it  to  harden  and  throw  out  a closer  and  more  com- 
pact growth.

This  flower  under  good  treatment  responds  quickly  with 
so  little  effort,  that  one  ought  to  have  no  excuse  for  pro- 
ducing flowers  of  highest  quality.  The  bulbs  will  produce 
its  spikes  of  flowers  in  ten  to  twelve  weeks  from  planting 
and  by  different  times  of  planting  one  can  have  a long  and 
continuous  season  of  bloom. 

We  advise  the  planting  of  the  bulbs  not  less  than  five 
inches  deep  and  for  the  larger  ones  about  six  inches.  Keep 
your  soil  well  cultivated  and  do  not  plant  in  shade  or  where 
they  cannot  have  plenty  of  sunlight. 

We  advise  the  preparation  of  the  soil  well  in  advance  and 
not  to  use  manures  at  planting  time,  although  a dressing 
worked  in  at  growing  of  bone  meal  or  commercial  fertilizer 
will  be  beneficial  if  not  used  too  heavily.  When  the  frost 
has  spoilt  the  growth  cut  off  the  tops  quite  closely  to  the 
bulb  and  dig  carefully  and  after  being  sun-dried  carefully 
gather  them,  and  when  put  away  in  a dry  place  after  a 
while  may  be  cleaned  nd  stored  where  it  will  be  cool  but 
not  damp  nor  any  likelihood  of  frost  and  freezing.
